In September of that year 
William M. Stewart, through those 
employed by him, took possession of 
the JOURNAL and used it and all con- 
nected with it about seven weeks, and 
to the close of the campaign.

Seven hundred dollars was received 
from Stewart about which the writer 
bad no knowledge, except such as be 
derived from C. O. Wallace. He was 
informed that $350 of the money was 
intended to apply upon an old debt 
due the JOURNAL, and a receipt was 
given to that effect. The $360 remain- 
ing was receipted for, stating it was to 
apply upon newspaper work during 
the campaign, which Wallace returned 
when he had read it, and requested 
that the words, "use of the columns of 
the paper," be inserted in the receipt, 
which was written as requested. 


When Stewart took possession of 


the paper and its columns by bis em- 
ployes, without notice or consent in 
any form, except the words ' use of the 
columns," the work seemed to be b 
high-handed proceeding. Mr. Keller, 
then being away, explained upon bis 
return to the effect that be would have 
informed the writer before be went 
away about Stewart coming to take 
possession, but had failed to see hire. 


Woile the paper was in the posses- 


sion of Stewart the JOURNAL paid all 
bills and paid the men connected with 
the office. Toe expenses were approx- 
imately $600 per month, which does 
not include tbe use of type, presses 
or other appliances connected with E 
newspaper office. 
Not a dollar of 


these expenses have been repaid by 
Stewart. 


While Stewart waa engaged in run- 


ning the paper hia agent made an 
agreement for job work to the value of 
$^00, which Stewart received, which 
account passed with other property of 
the paper to its present owner, no part 
o° which has been paid. 


Stewart's swag from the 
JOURNAL 


office during the campaign was ap- 
proximately $1,600 less $350 according 
to information furnished. The dam- 
age to tbe paper in its circulation and 
business was not less than $1,500 mak- 
ing au agregate of not less tbau $3,000 
less $350. Tbe only thing received in 
return for money expended, known to 
the JOURNAL office, is a State office re- 
ceived by Mr. Kelley. The value of 
which has not been estimated to the 
credit of tbe JODBNAL. Stewart is an 
educator in the ways of the gang, who 
do as all bindits do by foraging on 
those who are not of them.
